Kingdom was to be eſtabliſhed in the 
Houſe of David? I. ſhall come to paſs, when 
thy Days be exfir'd, that thu muſt go to be 

with. thy Fathers, that I will raiſe up thy Seed 


after thee, which ſha'l be of thy Sons, and 1 


will eſtabliſh his Kingdom. 1 Chron. xvil. 11. 


A Prince, as David was, remarkable for the 
Beauties of his Mind, the Prudence of his 


Counſels, the Juſtne and Stcadineſs of his 
Conduct, and the Succeſs of his Swoid in the 
Defence of his People” s Liberties, could not 


but be the Darling of his Subjects, as well as 
the Envy of his Enemies. And with what 


univerſal Toy and Chearfulneſs muſt the Few:/þ 
Nation be filled, when they faw the illuſtrious 
Progeny of their Royal Head ſhining with all 
the Qualifications neceſſary to adorn the 

Throne 


TOW pleafting muſt it be to the People 
4 of Iſrazl, when they heard that the 
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Throne, and render the People proſperous and 
happy ? "Such was Solomon, that wiſe and ex- 
cellent Prince, who held the Reins of Govern- 
ment after his Father's Deceaſe, and ſway'd IW 
the Jewiſh Sceptre with ſuch Honour and 

Advantage. And yet, notwithſtanding the 

_ Greatneſs, the Prudence, and Piety of theſe 
two Princes, the Mildneſs of their Govern- 
ment, and Concern for their Subjects, they 
were expoſed to the wicked Attempts of deſ- 
perate Rebels, who form'd the moſt cruel 
Deſigns againſt their Perſons, and endeavour'd 
in a moſt traiterous Manner to ſtrip them of 

= their Crown and Dignity. One of theſe un- 

happy and remarkable Inſtances was Abſalom, 

1 who filled with an inſatiable Thirſt after Go- 

l vernment, and deluded by his impious Flat- 

= terers, confpir'd in the moſt inhuman and un- 

natural Manner, againſt the Perſon of his ten- 
der and indulgent Father; and would &ave 
wreſted the Sceptre out of his Hands, had not 

a kind Providence prevented it. 2 Sam. xv. 2. 

Another Inſtance of Perfidy and Treachery 
was Adontjah, who was ſoon cut off, and re- 

1 ceived a juſt Reward, for his ſecret Deſigns

| firmly eſtabliſh” d i in the Hands of the wiſeſt 
| and beſt of Princes, but that they are often 
= threatned with a Change, by aſpiring and 

ambitious Men. This has been the Caſe as 
tO

to this Nation, through the Pride and Ambi- 
tion of the · Court of Rome, both in the Reign 
of cur late illuſtrious Prince, King George the 
Fin, and of his Royal Succeſſor our preſent 
Rightful Sovereign. That intriguing Court 
has ever been reſtleſs in its Endeavours againſt 


this noble Family, that now lits upon the 


Throne of Britain; has form'd the moſt 
deſperate Deſigns againſt our excellent Princes, 
as well as the Rights and Privileges of this 


Nation, But Gop, who hates all the Ap- 


pearances of Cruelty, Injuſtice and Ambition, 


juſtly frown'd upon thoſe accurſed Attempts, 


diſappointed the Expectations of the Contri- 
vers of them, and preſerved our happy Con- 
ſtitution, when it was threatned with an en- 
tire Diſſolution, Many of you, I doubt not, 


with the utmoſt Gratitude remember, 1 0 


the bold Invaders of our Liberties, ready to 


put their Schemes of Cruelty into Execution, 


were (Nov. 13, 1715.) ſuddenly cut off, and 
forc'd to conclude the Scene with Shame and 


Diſappointment. The Footſteps of Provi- 
dence attending that ſignal Deliverance from 
Superſtition and Slavery, appear'd ſo evident- 
ly in our Favour, and were ſuch viſible 

| Marks of the Divine Reſentment againſt Pope- 


ry and Cruelty, as, one would imagine, ſhould 


be ſufficient to intimidate and diſcourage our 
Enemies from any further Attempts upon us. 


But ſuch is the Pride and Inſolence, ſuch the 
reſtleſs Malice of Rome and her Votaries, that 
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they will always be aiming at the Conqueſt 


of Britain, as the grand Bulwark againſt 
their ambitious Deſigns. This appears both 
in the late intended Invaſion, when GOD ſo 
wonderfully diſappointed them by his ſtormy 
Winds; and in the preſent unnatural Rebel- 
lion, ſupported by our avowed Enemies, 


France ard Spain, which being raiſed in the 


North, hath ſpread itſelf into the more 
Southern Parts of our Land, in favour of an 
abjur'd Pepiſh Pretender, ſet up as the Sove- 
reign of this Nation, in the moſt audaciovs 
and flagrant Manner, againſt the preſent excel- 
lent Conſtitution and Government, Are they 
not come with Fury and Vengeance, with 
Views of Conqueſt and Cruelty, though con- 


ceal'd and diſguis'd under the fair Pretences 4 


of Love and Frienſhip, and the ſpecious Titles 
of Guardians and Deliverers ? Are they not 
come under the vain Protection of a numerous 
Hoſt of Saints, through whoſe pretended 


Guidance and Interceſſion they are encouraged 


with the Hopes of Succeſs and Victory? 


And 1s not this an open Defiance of the living 


GOD, and the pure Religion with which he 
has bleſſed us! This, this is enongh then 
to awaken every true Proteſtant among us, 
who has any Concern for himſelf, any Zeal 
for the Honour of GOD, and the Purity of 
his Worſhip, and to make him cry out in 
the Spirit and Temper of Holy David : Who

is this uncircumci vd Phili tine, that he ſhould 
defy the Armies of the living % 0808 


Tu Occaſion of this warm and pathetic 
Expreſſion of David was as follows. There 
had been a tedious War carried on between the 
Iſraelites and the Philiſtines and during the 
Reign of Saul, both Armies being drawn out 
in Bitile Ariay, a certain Champion, named 
Goliah of Gath, depending upon his uncommon 
Stature, and the Greatneſs of his Strength, 
comes forth out of the Camp of the Ph:/:- 
ſtines, ſtands between the two Armies, calls to 
the Holt of 1/rael, and propoſes that the Mat- 
ter ſhould be decided by a ſingle Combat; and 
that if his Antagoniſt was victorious, the Phi- 
liſtines ſhould be their Servants ; but if he gain'd 
the Field, then the MHaelites ſhould be Servants 
to the Philiſtines. Upon this Propoſal the proud 
Philiſtine, apprehending himſelf to be ſuperior 
to any of the 7/ra2/:tes, boldly defies them all; 
which ſo far diſpirited Saul and his Army, that 
none durſt accept the Challenge. At length 
David the Son of Jeſſe, Keeper of his Father's 
Sheep, a young Man, and unexperienced in the 
the Art of War, came providentially to the 
Camp to bring his Brethren ſome Refreſhment; 
and during his Stay the PhiliRine appear'd in 
his uſual Manner, and uttered his Blaſphemy 
in the Hearing of David, The Men of Jjrael, 
terrified at the Approach of this mighty War- 
rior, fled from him, and in the utmoſt Confu- 


ſion, 
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ſion ſaid: Have ye ſeen this Man, that is come 


ap? Surely to defy Iſrael is he come up; 
and it Hall be, that the Man who kill*th him, 
the King ill enrich him with great Riches, and 
will g1ve him his Daughter, and make his Fa- 


| #her's Houſe free in Ißtacl, ver. 24, 25. David 


being eminent for Piety and a Concern for the 
Honour of GOD, hearing the Blaſphemics of 
the Philiſtine, and obſerving the Fear and Aſto- 


niſhment of his Countrymen, could forbear no 
longer, but breaks forth in the Warmth of his 


Zeal, 10 ying : Hat fhall be done to the Man, 
that "hill th this Philiſtine, and taketh away the 
Reproach from Iſrael ? For who is this uncircum- 


cid Philiftine, that be ſhould defy the Armies of 


the living GOD ? The pious Youth being ſen- 
fible what a Reproach it was to Iſrael, Iſrael 
the favourite People of GOD, who had fo of- 


ten experienced the Indulgencies of his Provi- 


dence, and the Power of his Arm in their Pro- 
tection and Deliverance, to be thus proudly 


challeng'd by a rude and alen Heathen, who 


caſt Contempt upon GOD himſelf, as if un» 


able to deliver //rae/ out of his Hands, felt his 
Soul filled with the warmeſt Emotions of Zeal ; 
and out of an affectionate Regard for the Name 


of the great Jehovah, leſt that ſhould ſuffer by 
the Blaſphemy of the Philiſtine, and the Terror 
and Confuſion of Iſrael; and in Confidence of 
the Divine Favour and Protection, addreſſes his 
Fellow- Subjects, and endeavours by the moſt 
otemptibie Reflections upon this Champion,

to diſſipatè tneir Fears, and animate their IS 
with the moſt ardent Zeal for the Cauſe, 
which they were embark'd, and the Hopes of 
Victory: : why are ye diſcourag'd at the vain 
Triumphs, Appearance and Strength of Go- 
« liah? He is but a Man, and of an accurſed 
« Race, a Race under the maniteſt Tokens 
of the Divine Diſpleaſure, an uncircumcis'd 
« Philiſtine, that impudently defies the GOD 
of Heaven; and therefore as eaſy to be con- 
quer'd, as the meaneſt and moſt inconſider- 
« able Mortal. Let not your Souls then fink 
© under the Apprenenſion of Diſtreſs and Sla- 
e very; but reſume your Courage, act like 
„Men, and let the bold Inſulter fee, that you 
ec fight under the Banner of the Lord of Hoſts, 
„ who will make his People victorious, and 
and their Arms ſucceſsful againſt all their 
©« Enemies.” Thus David animated the Hoſt 


of Iſrael, and caſt Contempt upon the daring

Ap as Terror and Confuſion run thro” the 

numerous Army of {{raz!, at the Approach of 
the mighty Champion; to they are equally ob- 

ſervable in the Countenances of many of our 
Fellow-Subjects amonſt us, eſpecially of thoſe, 
whoſe Hands are not taught to War, and then 
Fingers to fight, at the unnatural Rebelllon that 

1s raiſed. The Deſign of this Diſcourſe 1s 

therefore to remove our Fears, and quiet our 
Minds, under the preſent Providence ; and hke-

wiſe to quicken myſelt and you, and animate 
our Souls with Zeal in the Defence of our 
Royal Sovereign, and the Preſervation of our 
moſt ſacred and invaluable Privileges, againſt 
all the cruel Deſigns and bold Attempts made 
uſe of to — us of them. 


Ap who is this bold Invader that is come 
into our Land, and inſolently threatens both 
Prince and People with Slavery and Bondage ? 
What is his Character? The moſt odious 
and contemptible, diametrically oppoſite to 
the Character which the Scripture gives © 
one who is fit to rule, and therefore may juſtly 
render him the Contempt and Scorn of all 
Nations, but eſpecially of Britain. As he 
has been maintained at the Expence, ſo he 
muſt have been trained up in all the pernici- 
ous Maxims of Popith Courts. Has he not 
been educated at Rome, and received his Prin- 
ciples from thence? Muſt he not have im- 
bibed Sentiments deſtructive of Liberty, both _ 
civil and religious? Has he not embraced 
all the Errors and Superſtitions of Popery ? 
Muſt he not have been taught to hate and 
extirpate Proteſtants, and ſet 1 up abſolute Mo- 
narchy? Think then, my Brethren, what a 
Figure a Prince thus qualified muſt make upon 
the Throne of England, a Prince ſo unfit to 
govern a free and generous People. He re- 
ceives indeed the largeſt Character and the 
higheſt Encomiums from his Friends, and 
pro- 
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8 all the Bleſſings of a mild and gentle 


overnment; to free the Nation of all its 


Burdens, to ſtudy and promote the Peace and 


Welfare of his People; and to abound in all 
the Inſtances of Humanity and Generoſity. 
But can this poſſibly be the Caſe? Can any 


thing good come out of Rome, a Place re- 


markable for Impiety ? Can a mild and mer- 
ciful Prince come from thence, where he has 
been trained up in the vile Tenets and Cruel- 
ties of Popery ? This appears to be impoſſible. 


For can we imagine that he would otherwiſe 


have the Wiſhes and Prayers of the Church 


of Rome?

She has been once and again 


deluded by vain Promiſes of Popiſh Princes, 
and has ſuffered dear for her Folly ; but now 


her Eyes are open, your fecret Deſigns appear 


through the Diſguiſe, ſhe knows your Cha- 


rater, and abhors your Attempts. Such then 


is the Character of this bold Adventurer. 


Axp what is his Cauſe ? Had the Champi- 


on's Cauſe in our Text been good, he might 
have had fome Reafon to defy Saul and his 
numerous Army : But as he gave all the Marks 
of Vanity, Inſolence, and Blaſphemy, as he

of 1/rael, and came forth to diſcover the Pride 


of his Heart ; fo he juſtly fell by the Hands of 
David. T he Cauſe of the Pretender is moſt 


_ unjuſt and infamous, and therefore equally 


unworthy of Succeſs. He is actuated by the 


worſt of Principles, and by the baſeſt and moſt 


pernicious Views. Has he any juſt Title to 


the Crown of theſe Realms, the Poſſeſſion of 


which he thus boldly attempts? Was he not 
excluded by the univerſal Conſent of the Na- 
tion? Do not our Laws forbid his Claim, 
and make it unjuſt for him to aim at the 
Throne? His Pretenſions then are groundleſs; 
his Cauſe is the Cauſe of Popery, Superſtition, 


and Idolatry, laid in Darkneſs, and maintained 
and ſupported by Torture and Death. 


For what are his Deſigns? are they not 
moſt bloody and cruel, deſtructive to true and 
undefiled Religion, inconſiſtent with the Wel- 


fare of this happy Nation, and moſt oppoſite 


to the common Sentiments of Humanity? 


Does he not come to deprive us off our Prince, 


and cut off the flouriſhing Branches of that 


illuſtrious Family, which now adorns the 
Throne? And would his inſatiable Cruelty, 


and reftleſs Ambition ſtop here ? Would he 


not plunder the Nation, oppreſs the People, 
and make us tributary and ſubſervient to 


France! Would he not feize our Lands, vio- 


Hte our Laws, burthen our Conſciences, de- 
prive 
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prive us of our Religion, and eftabliſh the 


Superſtitions and Fopperies of Rame? Are not 
theſe plainly the Deſigns of this proud In- 


vader? And can his Cauſe then be good? 
Can he expect the Smiles of Providence, or 


the Wiſhes and Aſſiſtance of Engliſhmen and 
Proteſtants ? 


How great and how daring the Inſolence, 
in attempting to rob a free People of their 
Liberties, and bring them into Slavery ? What 


Height of Extravagance |! ! what Pride and Am- 


bition ! to think of uſurping the Throne, and 


enſlaving the Nation! Could he imagine that 
Britain, which has ſo long enjoyed the greateſt 
Bleſſings under the beſt of Princes; which has 


taſted the Sweetneſs of Liberty, and experi- 
enced the Happineſs of a wiſe and gentle Go- 


vernment; could ſo ſoon forget theſe invalu- 
able Benefits, be ungrateful to her Prince, and 
ſo regardleſs of her Own Intereſt, as to receive 
and welcome a Popiſh Pretender, and expoſe 


herſelf to all the direful Effects of his Cruelty 


and Superſtition? It is aſtoniſhing he could 
entertain the Thought, much more endeavour 
the Execution of it with any Expectation of 


Succeſs. What a laſting Mark of Infamy 


muſt be left upon this Nation, and how mult 


future Ages read the Account with Amaze- 
ment at ſuch Meanneſs of Spirit ; that a Peo- 


ple famous for Liberty, the Envy of the 
World for their Prince, and the Bleſſings they 


C 2 enjoyed,

enjoyed, ſhould tamely ſubmit to a baſe Uſur- 
per, be robbed of their Privileges, and ſub- 
jected to the loweſt Slavery. This is ſuch a 
Cowardice of Spirit, that my Brethren, my 
Countrymen, cannot be guilty of; and there- 
fore it only ſhows the Pride and Infolence * 
the Man who ELL It. 


How vain and extravagant then muſt be 
his Hopes? Thouſands muſt be breathleſs 
in the Field, before this Popiſh Invader can 
ever be fixed upon the Throne, Was his 
Cauſe the Cauſe of Gop, was it to pull down 
an Uſurper, a Tyrant from his Dignity, and 
by the united Entreaties of the People to de- 
lives them ſunk under Oppretiion, and in- 
volved in Miſery; he might then reaſonably 
expect the Bleſſing of Providence, and Succeſs | 
in his Attempts. This was the Caſe with the 
immortal William; he was evidently raiſed _ 
up by Gop himſe! f as an Inſtrument to redreſs | 
the Grievances of an injured Nation, to reſcue 
them from the Rage of a Tyrant, and reſtore. 
them to the Enjoyment of their former Liber- 
ties and Privileges; and therefore the Gop 
that ſent him ſmiled upon his Undertakings, 
and made him victorious. But this popiſh, 
this daring Pretender, comes with contrary 
Views, and acts upon Principles quite different. 
_ *Tis not the Glory of God, tis not a generous 
Concern for the Afflicted, that has brought 
him into our Land; but Pride and Ambition,

Cruelty and Revenge, were the chief Induce- 
ments, theſe ſpurred him on to the raſh Un- 
dertaking, and were the pripcipal Motives in 
his aiming at the Throne. And can this lay a 
ſolid Foundation for Hope of Succeſs? Can 
any pleaſing Expectations of Victory be built 
upon theſe? The End muſt be Shame and 
Diſappaintment to thoſe, who are engaged in 
ſuch a Cauſe ; but Triumph and Joy to the 
Prince and People, whoſe Ruin was intended, 
as it will only tend to unite their Hearts and 
E ds the more cloſely, and eſtabliſh their 
Pc and Happineſs upon more fold and 


laſt: Ng Foundations. 


SHALL not theſe Conſiderations then ſcatter 
our Fears, and encourage our Hopes ? It 1s true, 
our Sins being numerous, and attended with 
many peculiar Aggravations, juſtly expoſe us 
to the Divine Diſpleaſure; and a wiſe and un- 
erring Providence has ſuffered the Enemy to 
bring Deſolations into Part of our Land, and 
to essen us with” the moſt diſtreſſing Cala- 
mities. But what can we think, that our 

GOD will leave us a Prey to France and Rome? 
After he has humbled us, will he not ſtop his 
righteous Anger, and turn it upon our Ene- 
mies? Can he 8 ſo unjuſt a Cauſe, the 
Cauſe of Popery and Slavery! : Can he bear to 
ſee his Worſhip polluted, his Name blaſphem- 
ed, his People treated with Cruelty; and not 
ariſe to defend his 1 and deſtrey his Ene- 


mies;

mies? Be ſilent before the Lord, all Fleſh, for 
| he is riſen out of his holy Habitation, riſen 
1 for the Honour of his Name, to manifeſt his 
Power in his People's Salvation, and to diſplay 
| his Juſtice and Faithfulneſs in the Confuſion of 
his and their Enemies; who have long been 
drunk with the Blood of the Saints, -and the 
Martyrs of IE Sus, long exalted themſelyes above 
the Earth, and triumphed in their Abominati- 
ons. But the Hour is approaching, when thou- 
fands of Tongues in joyful Acclamation ſhall 
repeat the Sound, Babylon is fallen, is fallen. 
 Gohah's Character and Pride in defying the Ar- 
mies of the living GOD encouraged the young 
Stripling with the Hopes of Victory, and puſh- 
ed him on in the Fight. And is there not 
equal Encouragement for us from aView of the 
Character, and inſolent Deſigns, of this abjured 
Pretender? Be not diſcouraged then, O Br:- 
train, the Lord will not give his Glory to ano- 
ther, nor his Worſhip to graven Images. Wby | 
art thou caſt down, oh my Soul, and why art thou 
d:ifquieted within me? Hope in the Lord, for 1 
ſhall yet praiſe him in his worſhipping Aſſem- 
blies, notwithſtanding the raging Cruelty of 
bloody Rome; 1 ſhall yet enjoy my Sabbaths, 
and call upon my GOD in his Houſe of Prayer, 
Return to thy Reſt therefore, O my Soul, for the 
Lord will yet deal bountifully with us. He 1s 
wet our Rock and our Salvation, he is our De- 
fence, and we ſhall not be greatly moved, How 
long will ye imagine Miſchief againſt a 125 ?

How ſhould the inſolent Attempts of this 
proud Invader fill us with a holy Indignation ? 
Was his Errand of a trifling Nature, or was 
| he at Rome or Paris to exclaim againſt our Go- 
| vernment, our Laws and our Liberties, he 
would be beneath our Notice, and unworthy of 
© our Obſervation. But as our Prince and his il- 
| luftrious Houſe, as our Privileges and all our 
| dear Enjoyments are actually threatned in our 
Land; this, this ſhould awaken our Attention, 

and raiſe our Reſentment. Was not David's pious 

Soul filled with a holy Contempt at the proud 

Philiſtine, when he heard him pouring out his 

Blaſphemies, and caſting ſuch Reproach upon 

the GOD of T1/-ael? And is it not enough to 

raiſe our Indignation, to ſee this Popiſh Bigot 
big with the Hopes of Succeſs through his Ido- 
latries? What, ſhall we not reſent the impious 
Attempts, the bloody Deſigns, and open Inſults 
of this uncircumciſed Philiſtine? Can we ſee 
him coming under the Protection of two ho- 
ſtile Nations, upon Deſigns the moſt fatal to 
ourſelves and Poſterity, without finding our 
Breaſts filled with a juſt Indignation, an utter 
Abhorrence of his Errand and Cauſe ? Tis im- 
poſſible, my Brethren, however we may be de-
